Sovereign Orders Out/the Knights of La- 
bor—The Great Atruggle Is On. 
Trade Ig Paralyzed, 


Chicago, July 19.—There is no disguising 
the fact that the local situation tonight in 
the labor troubles is more grave than it has 
been at any time since two weeks ago, this 
noon, when the American Railway Union 
issued its boycott against the rolling stock 
of the Pullman Car Company with the 

view of enforcing the demands of the strik- 
ers at the town of Pullman. 

This is not the view of alarmists or the 
biased idea of the radicals among the strik- 
ing element. It is the opinion entertained 
tonight among all classes of the commun- 
ity, which are looking forward with fear 
and apprehension to what the night or an- 
other day may bring forth. There was that 
same feeling of unrest and forboding in the 
air that those who have witnessed uprisings 
on the part of the masses in England and 
on the continent remember full well. 

There are three times as many people 
on the streets today as were to be seen 
or any day for many months past. Nine- 
tenths of them, men and women alike, dis- 
played some emblem. The majority wore 
the white ribbon, emblematic of sympathy 
with the strikers, and against the use of 
which the white ribboners of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union have made a 
fervent but apparently ineffectual protest. 
Silen miniatures of the stars and stripes, 
too, made their appearance this morning 
and before noon they were to be seen by 
the thousands serving the purpose of bout- 
tenaires or being pinned to breasts. 


Significant Emblems. 

In many instances these emblems of loy- 
alty to the national government, the silent 
testimony of the wearer to the fact that 
he was prepared to support and vindicate 
the laws of the country, were fastened 
with the significant bronze button of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. Many others, 
discarding both the white ribbon and the 
stars and stripes, adopted as an emplem a 
tri-colored piece of ribbon, which, like the 
flag, was intended as an evidence of their 
adhesion to and support of the sovereign 
power of the land. 

Stars and Stripes Unfurled. 


It was significant also that the stars and 
stripes were hoisted on scores of flag poles 
both in the business and residence district 
that are generally bare except on the 4th of 
July, Decoration Day and@ similar natioral 
xr lqcal holidays. 

The people on the streets kept moving.

Knights Ordered Out. 

Organized labor was prompt to strike 
back at tke latest manifestation of fed- 
eral ‘power and authority. Hardly had the 
word been flashed across the half a mile 
of intervening ground bet ween the govern- 
ment building and labor headquarters that 
indictments had been returned and war- 
rants for Debs and his assocfates placed 
in the hands of the officers of the law, 
when the committee appointed by the trade 
and labor associations of the city to urge 
upon the Pullman company the desirabil- 
ity of submitting the dispute with its em- 
ployes to arbitration, and which had been 
endowed with autocratic authority in the 
event of a refusal being returned, attached 
its signatures to the order calling out every 
union man in the city from midnight. 

Labor’s Reprisal. 
Almost before the ink was dry on this 


document General Master Workman Sov- 


ereign, of the Knights of Labor, placed the : 


official seal of the order upon a manifesto 
addressed to members of the organization 
throughout the country, declaring that a 
crisis had been reached in the affairs of the 
nation that endangered the peace of the 
republic; that the flames of discord were 
being purposely fanned by the railroad cor- 
porations at the risk of the life of the gov- 
ernment, and appealing to the order, and 
through it to the whole people, to lay down 
the implements of toil for a short season, 
and under the banner of peace and with 
patriotic impulse to create through peacea- 
ble assembiages & healthy public sentiment 
in favor of the amicable adjustment of the 
issues involved. 

The manifesto was couched in somewhat 
qualified terms, for while in one proportion 
it appealed to the order as though its ex- 
ecutive officer was, at the moment of writ- 
ing, @ lttle doubtful of his ground or the 
scope of his authority, it later on specifi- 
cally requested the membership not to re-

* }INDICTMENTS ARE QUICKLY FRAMED 


Mails Is Charged. 


HIS PRIVATE TELEGRAMS SEIZED | 


Judge Grosscup Notified the Western 
Union’s Manager That He Must Give 
Them Up or Goto Jail. 


Chicago, July 10.—Slowly, but steadily, 
calmly and certainly as befits the supreme 
power of a great nation throughout - all 
that wide stretch of its domain where evil- 
disposed persons are taking advantage of 
an exceptional industrial condition to incite 
violence and bloodshed, the federal govern- 
ment is worKing to the accomplishment of 
that for which its power was delegated to 
it—the preservation of order and the safer 
ty of life and property. 

At Chicago, in conjunction with the state 
and the municipality, it has already 
brought peace out of the condition of war, 
which prevailed last week. At San Francis- 
co, Sacramento, Los Angeles and various 
points in Colorado and Washington, where 
the unruly are creating havoc, it has let 
loose the dogs of war in token of its inten- 
tion to have peace, even if it has to fight 
for it. 

In this city, the military army having 
accomplished its purpose, the judicial army 
today took up the orderly course of its du- 
ties, which include the uxing on the guilty 
parties the measure of the crime and the 
utting of the punist:ment thereto. The first 
step in thid procedure was fhe assembling 
of the federal grand jury and the delivery 
of the charge to it by Judge Grosscup, 
which is not to be turned aside from an ex- 
haustive inquiry itito the questions which it 
has undertaken to pass upon by mere tech- 


nicalities. 
Demanded the Messages. 


The effectiveness of the charge was 
evinced at the outset by the brusqueness 
with which it swept aside the plea of pri- 
vacy and privilege which the ‘Western 
Union Telegraph Company, with due regard 
for the privacy of the messages of its cli- 
ents, was forced to put in when the jury 
called for the messages from President 
Debs to the members of his order which 
had been transmitted over its lines. The 
court held that public safety was para- 
mount to private right and so ordered that 
the. dispatches be produced. 

This afternoon E. M. Mulford, manager 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company, 


was called before the federal grand jury to | 


produce the telegrams sent by President” 


Debs. He refused on the ground that they | 


were )>rivileged communications. He was 
notified by Judge Grosscup to appear with 
the telegrams. He again objected and re- 
ferred the matter to the general attorney of 
the company. 

The mattet was under long consideration 
and the companv’s attorney sought, on 
every legal provi»ion at his command, to 
avoid the process on the same point made 
by Manager Mulford—that the commtnica- 
tions were privileged, and in the custody of 
the company as such. Judge Grosscup’s no- 
tice was imperative, however, with the word 
that unless the telegrams were produced 
Manager Mulford would be sent to jail. 

Evasion being impossible, the telegrams 
were produced in court at 3:30 o’clock p. m. 
The general attorney was in his office in 
New York-and the consultation between the 
Western Union officials was all by wire. 

Debs and His Officers Indicted. 

That it is the intention of the government 
not to be too long about the work in hand 
was shown from the fact that the footsteps 
of the telegraph officials who brought the 
dispatches had searcely ceased to echo 
along the corridor leading to the grand jury 
room when that body filed {nto Judge Gross- 
vdp’s court and announced that it had found 
a true bill of indictment. 

Arrest of Debs. 

Pending the arrest of the person thus put 
under the ban of the law, his name remained 
locked in the breast of the lord-high ex- 
ecutioner, and the public was allowed to 
draw its own conclusions from all the prem- 
ises and such prelim‘nary data as it had at 
hand. That President Debs was the man 
none doubted, and subsequent developments 
justified the surmise. 

Eugene V. Debs, president of the Ameri- 
can Railway Union; George W. Howard, 
vice president; Sylvester Keliher, secretary: 
William Rogers and J. S. Merwin were all 
indicted this afternoon by the grand jury 
for conspiracy to interfere with the United 
S.ates mail. 

Debs was arrested at the Leland hotel at 
5 o’clock and Keliher at Ulrich’s hall a 
half hour later. The other three are also 
believed to be under arrest. 

Bail was fixed at $10,000 in each case. 
The penalty is a fine of from $1,000,to $10,000. 
Improvements Everywhere. 
Touching the outlook for the future, out- 
side of Chicago, it may be said that today’s 
dispatches were almost uniform in tenor 
to the fact that normal conditions had al- 
ready been restored, or that they were 
approaching that state, and there seems no 
reason at this writing to suppose the prog- 
ress toward a complete resumption of trade 
and traffic will meet with anything of a 
serious character, as the coming days shal) 
succeed each other. In other words, it does 
not seem possible, with all the forces of 
law and orcer as now arrayed; the leader 
on his own defense at the bar of justice; 
with their ranks beginning to be depleted 
by desertions, and with the strain which the 
order has already. endured, that the Ameri- 
can Railway Union can rally its forces for a 
struggle which must needs be long and 
discouraging at the least. Apparently, there- |

O'Neill was ordered to come to the yards. 
He sent twe squads of police and a com- 
pany of military to the wrecking train 
and dispersed the crowds. 

Newsboys Have a Boycott. 

One thousard Chicago newsboys decided 
last night to join the boycott. They an- 
novnced the results of their meeting dumjug 
a parade of the streets at 10 o’clock. Mh a 
body they trooped to the various newspaper 
offices, swarmed up the steps and proclaim- 
ed their intention. The newsboys’ boycott 
is to be forced against six papers, three 
morning and three evening issues. ‘hey 
were enlisted in the cause by the energy of 
the American Railway Union, and they 
will not sell copies of The Herald, Tri- 
bune, Inter Ocean, Mail, Post or The 
Journal. 

The committee appointed by the mass 
meeting of trades unions held Sunday night 
to arrange for the arbitration of the Pull- 
man boycott, failing to do which by 4 
o'clock today a general strike was to be 
ordered, reported this afternoon that their 
efforts. had failed and the trades unions 
were left to carry out the decision, of the 
meeting and declare a general strike. 

The strikers declare that the general 
strike -will be declared within twenty-four 
hours, the strike involving not less than 
150,000 men. 


SHIPPING DRBESSED BEEF. 


Under Military Guard a Train Load 
Is Sent Out.

stead streets as the big passenger engine 
of the Chicago Central coupled onto the 
train, but no demonstration was attempted 
on the part of the crowd. On top of each 
car a militiaman stood with loaded rifle 
ready to fire at the sign of violence. The 
Chicago Hussars, in fatigue uniform, and 
mounted on their coal black steads, cleared 
the tracks of small crowds that loitered 
about and then escorted the train down 
Fortieth street to the Michigan Central 
main line. 

This afternoon Armour & Co., started a 
train of beef over the same road. 

Since Friday the big packers have suc- 
ceeded in getting out nearly 100 carloads of 
beef and provisions in wagons. Men have 
been at work day and night hauling the beef 
to the down-town stores from whence it is 
shipped by Boats to points on the lakes. 
Several carloads of provisions have also been 
sent to eastern cities by express. 

This morning the George G. Meade post 
No. 444, of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic of Englewood, tendered its services to 
the government. 


TWO WERE KILLED. 


A Mob Pelts United States Troops with 
Stones and Firing Began. 
Spring Valley, Ill., July 10.—A company of 
regulars, commanded by Captain Conrad, 
came in collision with a mob of strikers, 
principally miners, this afternoon at the 
Rock Island railroad station, and after pa- 
tiently enduring volley after volley of 
Stones, fred into the mob, killing two men 

and wounding several others. 

The mob was largely composed of Hun- 
garians, Poles and other foreigners. Their 
threatening demonstration yesterday and 
this morning had caused the presence of 
the troops and the attack began before the 
soldiers had landed from the train. After 
his soldiers had been well pelted with 
stones and the mob threatened to run 
over his men, Captain Conrad gave the 
order to fire. The mob broke for the tim- 
ber when the firing began and has not as- 
Sembled since. The troops went back to 
Chicago tonight.

Bgan States That the Roads Are Getting 
to. Work Again. 


| HE CONSIDERS THE STRIKE SROKEN 


Nearly Everywhere, Except on the 
Pacific Coast, Lines Are Open. 


FREIGHT 18 MOVING AT NASHVILLE 


Strikers Return to Work—Tbe Crisis Be- 
lieved to Have Passed in Buffalo 
and Pittsburg. 


Chicago, July 10.—The following statement 
was issued tonight by Chairman Egan, 
of the General Managers’ Association: 

“Today, Tuesday, the railways in the 
city of Chicago handled their usual number 
of through passenger and mail trains. 
Many of them have resumed suburban ser- 
vice. The number of freight trains both 
in and out of the city on all lines has 
largely increased since yesterday. The 
backbone of the strike was broken yester- 
day. Nearly all of the requisitions for 
men wanted by the different railways have 
beer filled. The railway companies have 
nothing to say as to the prosecution of 
individuals who have violated the laws. 
That matter is left in the hands of the 
gcvernment. JOHN M. EGAN,” 
Statement from the General Managers. 

The statements emanating from the Gen- 
eral Managers’ Association announcing the 
gradual resumption of through passenger 
train service have evoked numerous in- 
quiries from the east as to whether these 
conditions were being brought about by the 
return of the strikers, by the securing of 
new employes, or by the aid of the gov- 
ernment. A categorical query on this point 
was submitted to the officials of the General 
Managers’ Association, and thee following 
Official reply was returned: 

“The gradual resumption of through pas- 
senger traffic, so far as Chicago is con- 
cerned, is being effected with new employes 
and the protection afforded to them by 
the troops. We have enough men to run 
our trains, if they were allowed to do so 
without molestation, and the partial tie-up 
has been due »*" °y to the action of the 
mobs and rioters.

Engineers Are Sticking. 

Nashville, Tenn., July 10.—While the num- 
ber of men out on strike here has been in- 
creased today, the situation is.at the same 
time improved, and the railroad officials 
are more cheerful, There has been no trou- 
ble with the passenger service, the places 
of striking firemen being so promptly sup- 
plied that no inconvenience results. The 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis sent 
out all its freight trains today. The Lou- 
isville and Nashville sent out the first 
freight to Decatur that has left since Fri- 
day, and had several switch engines at 
work in the local yards. One freight is 
en route here from Louisville. 

The engineers are willing to work, as are 
about half the firemen, and the road has 
agreed not to force the latter to take 
strikers’ places, 

The strikers have been warned to return 
to work or their pl«ces will be filled. 
About eighty imported men, including en- 
gineers, firemen, brakemen and conductors 
are being cared for at a local hotel. 

Engineers of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis have notified the officials that 
they will remain at work, but seventeen 
freight conductors this afternoon decided to 
strike, and most of the firemen will quit. 
The officials claim to have enough men in 
reserve to fill all vacancies. 

There has been no trouble here today. 
The Louisville and Nashville hopes to send 
out freights on the main line tiomorrow. 

To Take Strikers’ Places. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., July 10.—(Special.)— 
A coach load of firemen, engineers, switch- 
men, etc., passed through here today from 
Cincinnati to fill the strikers’ places at 
Birmingham, Vicksburg and other places. 
There were forty of them when the train 
passed through. A crowd was assembled at 
the depot, but no demonstrations wera 


made. 


QUIET AT BIRMINGHAM.

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The Roads Send Out Freights and 
Clear the Yards. 
Birmingham, Ala., July 10.—(Special.)— 
The railroad strike situation is far more 
encouraging today than it has yet been. 
Freight traffic is again moving on every 
road entering Birmingham, and indications 
are that it will contirrue moving, as new 
men are being employed to take the places 


of those who have quit as rapidly as pos-— 


sible. 
The Louisville and Nashville sent out the 


following freight trains up to noon today: 
Five on the Birmingham Mineral, four out. 
of Decatur coming south and one out of 
Birmingham going north, two going south 
out of Birmingham and two northward 
from Montgomery. 

The Alabama Great Southern up to noon 
had sent out three freights northbound 
from here and one to Meridian. 

The Kansas City, Memphis and Birming- 
ham had sent out three freights ‘for Mem- 
phis by noon. 

The blockade in the freight yards occas- 
ioned by the strike has been cleared. 

In the Louisville and Nashville and Ala- 
bama Great Southern yards officials of the 
road, yardmasters and clerks are still do- 
ing the switching, but the Kansas City, 
Memphis and Birmingham has employed 
one crew of new switchmen.

A number of new switchmen, brakemen 
and firemen reach here from Cincinnati 
tonight. 

A Queen and Crescent official told a ree 
porter last night that they had no trouble 
in getting firemen yesterday for their pas- 
senger trains. New firemen went out op 
No. 3 yesterday afternoon, and on Nos. { 
and 2 last night. Two new firemen came up 
from Meridian: on No. 2 this morning. 

“We can get all the firemen we need,” 
said the railroad official. . 

Yardmaster Fleming, Trainmaster Hene- 
nington, Chief Dispatcher Norton and other 
officials, were out switching in the Alabama 
Great Southern yards yesterday afternoon, 
and made up two freights, both of which 
were sent out this morning, they being the 
first to go since Friday. Queen and Cres- 
cent passenger trains on this division are. 
moving without delay. 

The Mobile Rifle company and Gulf City 
Guards and the detachment of the Mont- 
gomery Artillery company, which went 
dewn to Bjocton yesterday afternoon, re- 
turned this morning on the Blocton accom- 
modation. When the train arrived at Bloc- 
ton last evening, the soldiers embarked and 
marched in front. There-was a large crowd 
of men around the depot, as is the case 
every evening when this train arrives, and 
they were surprised no little at seeing the 
companies.

GENERAL STRIKE AT MERIDIAN, 


Governor Steud tae to the Scene and 
Will Stand No Triflings.

Meridian, Miss., 
have declared in favor of the strike and 
joined the boycott against Pullman. This 
afternoon a meeting wag held by the strik- 
ers, and a brass band helped to lend enthu- 
siasm to the cause. The situation is alarm-

ON THE PACIFIC COAST, 


Regulars with Gatling Guns Are Hur- 

rying te Meet Armed Strikers. 

San Francisoo, Cal., July 10.—The crisis 
at Sacramento will be reached in a day or 
two, for the United States troops left for 
that city early this morning. The pur- 
pose is to move trains at any cost as soon 
as the regulars reach the capital. 

Some of the strikers have deadly weap- 
ons, and intend to use them, if necessary, 
to prevent their plans from being over- 
thrown. If resistance is offered to the 
United States soldiers, the probability .4s 
that there will be a great slaughter at 
Sacramento. The troops are going pre- 
pared for a siege. 

The four foot batteries that have been 
@tationed at Presidio and the two foot bat- 
teries that have been guarding at Alcdtraz 
got themselves in readiness last evening to 
go on board the steamer which left Pre- 
Bidio wharf this morning. Two Gatlin 
guns were put on the boat. Each man had 
200 rounds of ammunition, which amount 
signified.that the troops will, if necessary, 
do a good deal of shooting with their 
Springfield rifles. 

A committee representing the Chamber 
ef Commerce, board of trade and Mer- 
chants’ Association of this city had a 
conference with the Oakland strike lead- 
ers this morning, the object being to bring 
about an understanding that might lead to 
some arrangement for a compromise by 
the two contending forces, but no propo- 
sition tending toward aie settiement wag 
made. No concessions were made on the 
part of the strikers, and unless the com- 
mittee can offer them something in ac- 
cordance with the pesition they have held 
all through the trouble, there is no indica- 
tion of an immediate settlemnt. 

A Battle Expected. 

Colonel Graham, with 300 regulars from 
the Presidio, five Gatling guns and two 
Hotchkiss guns, embarked on the ferry 
Steamer, Alabeda, this forenoon and were 
taken to Mare island. There the command - 
was increased by 300 marines and all were 
loaded on two river steamers and started 
for Sacramento. 

When this news reached Sacramento the 
etrikers became wild. There are now over 
8,000 ofthese strikers in Sacramento to re- 
Sist the federal and state troops. Flushed 
with their victory over the United States 
marshals and police on Tuesday last, and 
@ complete victory over more than 1,000 
State militiamen on the following day, they 
@re in just the mood to resist the regulars 
tomorrow. 

There was means of transportation from 
Vallejo by trains, but as soon as the strik- 
ers at South Vallejo heard the regulars were 
coming they “killed” all the engines, ditch- 
ing one and spiked the switches, thus effec- 
tively blockading the track. 

This afternoon the ¢érews from the Charles- 
ton, Monterey, Thetis, Marion and Inde- 
pendence were landed at Mare island for 
riot drill. They comprise about 500 men and 
will leave for Oakland tonight. 

In the face of the general preparations of 
the strikers for resistance, the attitue of 
the locomotive engineers is attracting at- 
tention. Representatives of the brotherhood 
waited upon General Superintendent Fill- 
more at Sacramento this morning and an- 
mounced that theye were ready to return to 
work at a moment’s notice. 

At all points in the state, except Sacra- 
mento and Oakland, the situation has turn- 
ed against the strikers.

of those happy, eloquent efforts which has 
made General Gordon popular on the leo- 
ture platform.

the cue, when, in answering Peffer’s so- 
clalistic speech, he said as a northern 
he blushed to challenge @ contrast between 
the two sections. One was a homogeneous 
and the other a divided people. He blushed 
to say, as a northern man, that no discon- 
tent and no anarchy could be found south 
of the Ohio and the Potomac. 

General Gordon then arose and for fif- 
teen minutes the gavel never once fell to 
quell the enthusiasm, either on the floor or 
in the galleries. “‘When the time comes to 
protect the flag,”’ said he, “honor American 
institutions and preserve its people’s unity, 
the men who fought for four long years 
in gray will be found standing side by side 
with those who fought in the other uni- 
forms.” dee 

General Curtis, the hero of Fort Fisher, 
embraced the Georgian, and every senator 
wrung his hand in sympathy. 

The question before the senate was the reso 
lution offered Monday by the populist sena- 
tor from Kansas, Mr. Peffer, looking to 
government control of interstate railroads, 
the regulation of their freight and passen- 
ger rates, the fixing of the wages of rail- 
road employes, the acquisition and opera- 
tion, either by the federal government or 
by the state governments, of all the coal- 
beds of the country, and to many other of 
the peculiar ideas of the populist party. 
As was to be expected, the great railroad 
strike at Chicago was the chief topic in 
the debate. ‘i 

In a speech of over an hour and a half, 
Mr. Peffer stated the case from the Debs 
or strikers’ point of view, and laid all the 
blame for the outbreak on Mr. Pullman, 
whom he characterized as soulless, con- 
scienceless and tyrannical. 

The cause of law and order and of the 
maintenance of free and unobstructed inter- 
course by railroad communication was 
championed by Senators Davis, republican, 
of Minnesota, and Gordon, of Georgia, both 
of whom denounced, in eloquent and patriot- 
ic language, the position taken by the Kan- 
Sas senator, and the lawless acts of Debs 
and his followers. 

A substitute for the Peffer resolution was 
offered by Mr. Daniel, democrat, of ‘Vir- 
ginia, upholding and commending the Official 
action of the president and his cabinet; 
and then, after some remarks by Mr. Dan- 
jel and by Mr. Stewart, populist, of Ne- 
vada, the whole subject went over till to- 
morrow. 

In the last two hours of the session, the 
postoffice appropriations bill and the house 
bill for the admission of Utah as a state, 
were passed, the former with very little 
friction and the latter without any at all— 
even without the yeas and nays being 
called upon its passage. 

The senate then, at 5:45 o'clock Pp. m., 
adjourned unfil tomorrow. 

Peffer’s Remarks. 

Mr. Peffer, in the course of his speech 
upon his resolution, said: “I do not wonder, 
sometimes, that there is a growing feeling 
against the political condition of ‘things 
in Washington. I do not wonder that my 
friends write to me expressing the hope 
that the senate shall be abolished. I wrote 
to one of them the other day saying that 
1 would vote for its abolition. and I would 
go farther and vote for the abolition of the 
house of representatives. I would favor 
the government being confined to one man—’ 
not more than one—from each state. The 
fewer governors that we have in thig coun- 
try the better. At any rate, one man can 
> Sia worse than a few hundred men have 
one, 

Then Mr. Peffer went on to speak enthu- 


Siastically of the grand spectacle that 


would be presented when all the workmen of 
the country stopped work; when all the 
life of the communities would be at an ab- 
solute and perfect standstill, like the silence 
of a Sunday morning, when nobody would 
be at work; when everything would be 
paralyzed and inert. And that was, he 
said, what this thing meant to the Ameri- 
can people. The time has come for em- 
ployers to learn how to handle the situa- 
tion by fair treatment of their men, and 
if they could not do that, it was time for 
the people in their sovereign capacity to 
interefere and to say that the thing had 
gone far enough—to say “thus far and no 
farther.’’ 

Then Mr. Peffer read and commented 
upon the report in today’s papers of the 
interview between the delegates from the 
common council of Chicago and the vice 
president of the Pullman company, Mr. 
Wickes, and he repeated the words of con- 
demnation in the final speech of Mr. Wickes 
“The Pullman company has nothing to ar- 
bitfFate.”’ 

Then he spoke of the modern tendency 
to teach the use of arms in the colleges, 
public schools, and even, he said, in the 
Sunday schools, and he exclaimed passion- 
ately: 

“It is time that this militarism should 
cease. If lam asked what we are going to 
do when disputes arise between employers 
‘and employes I would say ‘Keep your 
hands off.’ This is my advice—keep your 
hands away from them. They will settle 
this thing themselves and they will do it 
without bloodshed. They will do it without 
using the torch. They will do it without 
getting angry. They will do it justly, safe- 
ly, ‘wisely, promptly. The very instant 
you begin to call out the military army in 
order to protect one side and oppress the 
other, just so s00n you arouse a 
spirit of animosity which cannot be quelled 
by force,” 
Mr. Davis Replies. 


Then Mr. Davis, republican, of Minnesota, 


rose and declared, in a manner which be-., 


trayed intense indignation, that he had 
heard, with amazement and pain, much 
of Mr. Peffer’s remarks. He had supposed 
that by common consent it appeared to be 
the better course not to inflame the situa- 
tion by speeches on either side, because 
even the most moderate language, at such 
a time, might be construed into intemper- 
ance. And he went on! 

"At a time when, in the second city of 
the United States, and in the fourth or 
fifth city of the civilized world, order is 
suspended, law is powerless, violence is 
supreme, life is in danger, and property 
is in the very arms of destruction—I am 
amazed to hear the trumpet of sedition 


blown in this chamber to marshal the hosts 


of misrule to further devastation. 

“It was not an issue,’ he continued, ‘“‘be- 
tween the Pullman company and its em- 
ployes; it had got beyond that, It had got 
beyond the strike of the American Railway 
Union. The boycott had taken the liberties 
of the American people by the throat. From 
that it had gone on to riot and from riot 
to ap insurrection, which now confronted 
the cuntry. And today, with all the dor- 
mant and Jatent powers of revolution 
threatening the country, the senator from 
Kansas was advising the dismemberment 


Here Mr. Peffer interrupted, and said that 
he protested against being misrepresented. 

“I decline to yield,” gaid Mr. Davis, an- 
grily. “The senator speaks in behalf of a 
mob, ~ 

“The senator from Kansas has no word 
of reproof, not a gingle word of reproach, 
for the bloodshed that has been going on 
in Chicago for the Jast ten days, or for 
the millions of property that has been de- 
stroyed. The red light of arson against 
the sky over that city has awakened in 
him no pang and elicited from him no word 
of disapprobation. He insists that we must 
gc back to the causes of the strike; to the 
dispute between Pullman and his men, and 
must arbitrate that, while everybody knows 
that we have got far beyond that transac- 
tion. The proposition is just as foolish as 
if some one, when the battle lines were 
drawn at Gettysburg, had insisted that the 
impend/aug conflict should be withheld until 
Lee and Meade had argued, between the 
lines, the question of sldvery in the terri- 
tories. = 

“And the senator from Kansas proposes 
to disturb the government itself, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that now is the time to 
annihilate the legislative and executive 
functions of the government, and change 
its principles into that of a ‘committee of 
public safety’ like that which existed during 
‘the reign of terror’ in the days of the first 
French revolution, Mr, President, this 
whole proceeding, which has grown into @ 
magnitude which I have inadequately de- 
scribed, has come from the illusion that a 
fraction of society (useful in itself, of 
course, and indispensable, I admit), can, by 
force, dominate every other portion of the 
body politic. 

“Does anybody suppose that, by burning 
cars, destroying property, disturbing se- 
curity aud weakening credit, the employment 
of poor men ig to be increased? Why, 
they are destroying the very thing from 
which they derive their nourishment; the 
very thing which they have helped to 
build, and they are holding it at the com- 
mand of self-appointed dictators, who have 
put themselves at the head of their organi- 
gations. And the people prate about liberty! 
The only liberty worth having in this 
country is the equal liberty of all men alike 
—liberty in its philosophica] and common 
sense definition—the right of the individual 
to exercse the freest action, up to and ‘not 
beyond that point°where he infringes on the 
exercise of the like right of other men. Be- 
yond that, it is the destruction of the liberty 
of others by the more strong, and is a sub- 
version of the very. theory of the republic.” 

Concluding, Mr. Davis said: ‘I have not 
scid a word about parties in this matter. 
I shall expect the democrats, the populists, 
and the republicans, to join hands in this 
matter, so that a secure and peaceful rest 
may be obtained at least, after which the 
best efforts of the executive department of 
the government will be exerted to bring 
about the only solution of the affair that 
can possibly be ebtained.’’ 

Senator Gerdon Speaks, 

Mr. Gordon also spoke in a tone of de- 
fiance and indignation. 

“Mr. President, the senator from Kansas 
clothed hig somewhat extraordinary speech 
with an assault on the two leading politica] 
parties occupying this chamber, and he 
appeals for a third partys/At a time like 
this—when the peace of great communities 
is not only threatened, but broken; when 
law is defied; when a great central. city, 


one of the first in this or any other land, - 


has its prosperity threatened by a reign 


of blood, and fire, and terror; when great 


communities are looking hither and thither 
for same method of escape from the terrors 


which surround them; when our. very civili-* 


zation, not to say the form of government 


under which we live, is heaving under a 
mad groundswell of a great agitation, “ft 


seems to me-that any representative on this 
floor has descended very far from the lofty 


plane of statesmanship und patriotism who f 


stands at such am hour to appeal for party. 
What matters it to us whether we be re- 
publicans or democrats; what matters it to 
any lover of his country on which side we 
stood in the great American conflict in the 
past; so now we. stand shoulder to shoulder 
for the peace of the country, for the en- 
forcement of its laws, for the support of its 
dignity and the perpetuity of its personal 
liberties—for the Lberties of the people? 
I do not wish to speak to a subject like 
this from a southern standpoint; I will not. 
It matters not to me whether the woe 
which threatens Chicago be western, or east- 
ern, or northern, or southern—it involves 
in its meshes the very life of this republic, 
which is a republic of order, if it is a 
republic at all. 

"We are a peculiar people. We are a 
people who govern their country by vote, 
by ballot, and the will of the people is its 


laws, and when the will of the people fail@ } 


to support the law, the government must 
become defunct. We have no government 
except the government recognized and up- 
held by the free will of the people. Law 
governs by the popular will and protects 
private property and private life. It wro- 
tects the right of the laboring man to dis- 
pose of his labor and sell it where he 
pleases, and when that right is invaded by 
Mr. Debs or Mr. Anybodyelse, it is a de- 
fiance not only of the laws of the whole 
country, but it is the inauguration of a sys- 
tem of slavery never known in the past 
history of this country. 


“The institution of slavery has been 


wiped out. in the blood drawn from the 


veins of northern and southern kindred, 
and there never has lived a man on this 
continent who had the right to order a 
man of his own blood to cease from labor. 

“Why, sir, where is this country today? I 
stand here in this high chamber and recall 
with some misgiving, I confess, the woeful 
prophecy of Lord Macaulay that in some 
great public upheaval, like that which con- 
fronts us today, this fair republic would 
either lose its civilization through mob law, 
or in putting it down by the strong arm 
of power, would lose its liberties. Sir, I do 
not believe that, but I confess that if such 
doctrines as we’ have heard on the floor 
this morning become popular, well may we 
pause and consider whether Macaulay’s 
prophecy is to be fulfilled or not. Rather 
would I think with the great Gambetta 
when he said that all the liberty-loving 
people of the country would unite to save 
the country, however much they might fight 
in politics. 

“The day is on us right now, and I stand 
here, not as a southern man, but as an 
American citizen, and I wish my voice 
could range through the heart of every law- 
breaker onthe continent, when they say 
that the men who wore the gray from ‘61 
to ‘6 and confronted the stars and stripes 
will be found side by side with those who

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An Ungracious Retreat, 

After willfully and deliberately mis- 
representing Colonel Livingston for 
nearly a week The Evening Journal 
Yesterday afternoon makes what 
amounts to an ungracious and undigni- 
fied retreat, virtually admitting that its 
tirade against Colonel Livingston's ex- 
position work is unfounded.

Fortunately, when it comes to doing 
justice, the good people of Atvanta are 
always on the right side, and it is no 
wonder, therefore, that the~ misrepre- 
sentation and abuse heaped on Colonel 
Livingston have reacted, and the people, 
in the exercise of their calm and dispas- 
sionate judgment, cannot be misled in 
refusing to give credit where gredit is 
due. It is not Atlanta’s way. 


A Better City. Prison System. 

The suggestions mdde by Captain 
James W. English, in a recent interview 
printed in these columns in regard to the 
stockade problem, have attracted favor- 
able attention, and it is probable that 
our present system will soon be re- 
formed, 

It is Captain FEnglish’s idea that a 
city prison is a necessary evil. We are 
compelled to maintain such a place, but 
we should not make it either a palace or 
a place of torture. Some of the inmates 
are good citizens, who have committed 
no crime, and who are really only pris- 
oners for debt because they have failed 
to pay the fines imposed for trivial vio- 
lations of the city ordinances. 

The proper thing to do is to have 
roomy buildings at the stockade that 
will accommodate the prisoners, and ad- 
mit of the separation of the séxes and 
the races and of children from the old 
and hardened offenders. These build- 
ings should be kept in a\ good sanitary 
condition, A resident physician should 
by all means be stationed at the stock- 
alle, and he should examine each new 
prisoner and prescribe the character of 
work for which his physical condition 
fits him, or send him to a hospital pro- 
vided for such cases if he is sick. The 
city council should prescribe the diet 
for prisoners in good health, but the 
physician should be authorized to order 
what is necessary for the sick. This 
matter of diet is of great importance, 
because it is possible to fasten a fatal 
disease upon prisoners by giving them 
food which is not suited to their «eondi- 
tion. The necessity for a resident phy- 
sician has been so apparent during the 
past few years that there should be no 
opposition to the appointment of one, 
Human life is too valuable to be reck- 
lessly endangered, and the men, women 
and children who go to the stockade 
should not haye their health and their 
lives jeopardized. If punishment must 
be administered by a whipping boss he 
should be a sworn official, and he should 
be required to make a monthly report, 
giving the names of the prisoners 
whipped and the reason why they were 
thus disciplined. This official and the 
superintendent should be men of intelll- 
gence and integrity and they should 
also be humane citizens. 

Briefly stated, Captain English’s idea 
is that the prisoners at the stockade 
should be punished under the law, and 
at the same time be protected and cared 
for when they are ill, and in the inter- 
ests of health and good morals he would 
give them clean, roomy buildings, proper 
diet and separate the sexes and races, 
and childreg and adults. Atlanta owes 
this to these unfortunates, many of 
whom are guilty of no crime, and as 
the reform suggested is not an expen- 
sive one, there is no good reason why it 
should not be carried into practical ef- 
fect at an early day. We must do some- 
thing to prevent the recurrence of such 
a-tragedy as the Robinson case fur- 
nished, and ono of the first steps is to 
have a physician at the stockade who 
can tell whether a man is sick or well, 
and what work he is fitted for and what 
treatment he requires, 


A Republic of Workingmen. 

It will be a long time before the work- 
ingmen will constitute a separate class 
in this new counfry. 

With very few exceptions we are all 
workingmen. The holders of great for- 
tunes are not all idlers. Many of them 
work all the time and never take a ya- 
cation until they ‘die. Comparatively 
few. Americans belong to the class of 
professional idlers, We are an industri-— 
ous people, and labor is respected here 
more than it is in any other country on 
the globe. The majority of our rich men 
are workers, and our merchants and pro- 
fessional men as a rule came from the 
ranks of toil, and their change of occu- 


‘pation has not by any means given 


them a rest. 

The workingmen who went on a strike 
last week and the others who talk of 
striking are a yery small minority of our 
toilers, It is estimated that we have 
15,000,000 men, old and young, who do 
some kind of work. How many of them 
are likely to strike? Possibly Debs 
and Sovereign under some _ circum- 
stances might persuade 1,000,000 men to 
quit work, and 1,000,000 more unem- 
ployed men might join them. This is 
the biggest estimate ever made 6f the 
number of strikers that might go out at 
any one time, but at the smallest. esti- 
mate 13,000,000 American workingmen 
would continue to transact the business 
and run the industries of the country. 

Yesterday we gave the histery of the 
great strike of 1877. It was not a suc- 
cess, The strikers suffered, but the 
country moved along as usual and soon 
forgot all about it. Some of our people 
must get rid of the idea that labor and 
capital are antagonistic. They are not. 
Misunderstandings arise, but in every 
generation our workingmen get better 


wages and enjoy more of the comforts 
{of life. If they sometimes get 


out of 
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| oliect that capital is4 iffering, a 
longing for the return of good times. 

“We believe in the rights of labor, and 
we sympathize with organized labor, but 
we must at the same time deplore the 
consequences of the ill-advised strikes 
which have become only too common in 
the United States. The few hundred 
thousand men who strike never get 
along half so well as the dozen or more 
millions of workers who refuse to re- 
sort to such violent methods. This is 
the experience of the past and there is 
no prospect of different results in the 
future. *

‘$t ate Baaks in the North. 


The New York Mercury has the fol- 
lowing plea for state banks: 

Under our present national banking system 
the major benefits derived from banking 
are enjoyed by the larger cities at the exclu- 
sion of thousands of localities throughout 
the country. At present the farmers and 
business men are compelled to borrow 
money or obtain credits at the commercial 
centers, thereby compelliug them to pay 
both interest and profits to distant capital- 
ists, greatly to the injury of their local 
trade and production, By authorizing the 
formation of state banks of issue, under the 
control of the national banking department, 
allowing such banks to employ their respec- 
tive state and municipal bonds as security 
for the ultimate redemption of their notes, 
we would enable the people of each section 
of the country to utilize their own re- 
sources and their eurrency, which would 
enable them to retain both their interest 
and profit, receipts among their own peo- 
ple, this helping them to improve, develop 
and expand their local trade and product’'€n 
in proportion to their own industrial action 
and material opportunities. This would not 
only benefit the people of every locality, 
but it would .broaden the markets for the 
purchage, sale and consumption of th@ 
products of the whole country, without im- 
posing extra burdens upon any portion of 
the people. 

The state bank question is beginning 


to attract more attention in the northern 
states since the recent discussion in 
congress growing dut of the proposed 


repeal of the 10 per cent tax. When : 


the advantages of these local banks of 
issue are fully understood we believe 
that there will be an overwhelming sen- 
timent in favor of their establishment. 
Farmers and real estate owners gener- 
ally should be interested in securing a 
banking system which will recognize 
their property as good security. Under 
the present system the banks are of 
very little benefit to the country people, 
They are mainly for the accommodation 
and convenience of traders and specula- 
tors in the commercial centers, and the 
farmers of the west and south are una- 
ble to move their crops or exchange 
their products until it suits Wall street 
to furnish the currency for that purpose. 
State banks can be made as safe as 
the national banks, and their notes will 
make a satisfactory local envrency that 
will not be attracted and absorbed and 
entirely controlled by the eastern cen- 
ters, There is no danger whatever of 
a Wildcat currency, because in these 
days che people demand a sound cur- 
rency and they would drive any other 
kind ont of circulation so speedily that 
there would be no profit in issuing it.

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A Backward Glance. 

Since the Ist of January we have had 
in this country 6,528 business collapses. 
The number for the first half of last 
year was 6,239, but their liabilities 
amounted to more than double those of 
the failures of the present year. 

These failures were expected. They 
always follow a panic. Commenting on 
these figures, The St. Louis Republic 
Says: 

This year’s record has also been better 
than that of the corresponding period in 
either 1891 or 1884. It is noticeable, too, 
that the second quarter was a great im- 
provement over the first one. We had but 
2,559 failures during April, May and June, 
as compared with 3,969 In the first three 
months. The assets of the concerns that 
went into liquidation amounted to only $18,- 
000,000, as compared with nearly $27,000,000 
reported during the first quarter, and the 
liabilities to only $33,000,000, against $49,000,000 
in January, February and March. 

The eastern and middle states have suf- 
fered the most. This year’s failures in the 
east represented liabilities amounting to 
over $40,000,000, as compared with less than 
$70,000 in the first half of last year. The 
assets amounted to less than 50 per cent 
of the liabilities. In the western states a 
much better showing was made, the liabil- 
ities of our failing companies amounting 
to only $24,000,000, against $70,000,000 last 
year, and the percentage of assets to lia- 
bilities this year has been over 65. 

If the comparison be between the last 
three and the first three months of this 
year, a noticeable improvement will -be 
found in every section of the country. Up 


‘to a few weeks ago business was gradually 


improving all over the United States. The 
coal mine and railroad strikes have given 
it a big setback, but as soon as this trouble 
is over, the onward movement is almost 
certain to be resumed again. 

Altogether, this resume is very encour- 
aging. The south especially looms up 
as a favored section, and the statistics 
of our growth and progress during this 
season of depression should conyince 
even the most confirmed pessimist that 
the vast region south of the Potomac is 
clearing the decks and getting ready 
for a season of prosperity. Our St. 
Louis contemporary gives the following 
simmary: 

The south is certainly fortunate in the 
matter of strikes and labor troubles gen- 
erally. While business is at a standstill] at 
a hundred different points in the north, the 
wheels of industry and commerce are run- 
ning almost every where south of Mason 
and Dixon’s line. More new industrial es- 
tablishments have been set on foot. within 
the last three months in the south than 
were started there in any other quarter 
since 1892. The number reported by the 
Manufacturers’ Record, of Baltimore, is 
787, against 662 for the preceding quarter 
and 436 for the last quarter of 1898. This 
record has been beaten only two or three 
times in the whole history of the south. 

Since the Ist of January 267 woodworking, 
establishments alone have been started in 
the south. These are all new concerns, the 
investments having all been made this year, 
The amount of capital represented by them 
is not given, but it must be well up in the 
millions. These woodworking establish- 
ments are exclusive of funiture, agricultural 
implement and wagon and carriage facto- 
ries set on foot during the same period. 
Adding these, the number would be in- 
creased from. 267 to 300. 

Arrangements have been made for the 
erection of 22 new cotton mills, 13 of them 
being credited to the last quarter. The list 


includes also 55 canning factories, 40 ice 


factories, 51 electric light and power plants, 
59 waterworks, 22 brick works, 50 machine 
shops and foundries, 2 stoveworks, 21 mis- 


north and west have been shutting 
own ours have more than held their 
own, and the number of new enterprises 
started here—running up into the hun- 
dreds—beats the showing made by any 
other section in the past two years! 

All this is marvelous, but the facts are 

given here to sustain the statement. If 
we have done so well in a period of hard 
times, in the face of unfayorable finan- 
cial and tariff legislation, just imagine 
what might have been accomplished if 
the pledges of the democratic platform 
had been promptly redeemed! 
.The peaceful, patient, industrious and 
enterprising south has taken very good 
care of herself since the panic of last 
year, and the outlook grows brighter. 


A Lesson to the Farmers. 

The great strike of the past week in- 
terrupted traffic to a serious extent, but 
while it may be regarded as a national 
calamity, it will be a blessing if our 
farmers profit by the lesson which it 
teaches. : 

We have seen that it is possible for 
one man to issue an order which In a 
few hours will tie up the main trunk 
lines and blockade interstate commerce, 
cutting off from us the section which 
has so long been our source of grain and 
meat supply. If the strike had been a 
complete success it would have driven 
some communities to the verge of star- 
vation, and the planters of the south 
would have been unable to move their 
cotton or import food for man and beast. 

In past generations when we produced 

at home everything that was needed in 
the shape of grain and meat the inter- 
ruption of communication with the west 
would have simply impeded travel, with- 
out making any difference in our mode 
of living. But with the multiplication 
of railroads we have allowed ourselves 
to become entirely too dependent upon 
remote sections for the supplies which 
might easily be produced at home. 
, It is not likely that a strike will ever 
shut us off from the east and the west 
for many days at a time, but we should 
not run any unnecessary risk. We have 
@ productive soil and plenty of labor. It 
is just as easy now to raise our own 
breed and meat as it was forty: years 
azo, and the advantage of such a policy 
is too evident to be disputed. If the 
southern people will make their section 
as. independent and self-supporting in 
the matter of food as it was in the old 
days, the labor strikes in other parts of 
the country will be scarcely felt here. 
The strike should set our farmers to 
thinking. 


EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The growing interest in the subject of 
road improvement was shown at the na- 
tional good road conference which has been 
in session the last few days at Asbury 
Park. Four hundred delegates were pres- 
ent, every state in’'the union except three 
was represented, and the governor of a 
commonwealth, Levi K. Fuller, of Vermont, 
presided. There is no question as to the 
need of improving the roads. The most 
surprising thing about the Asbury Park 


cGaference is that it was the first national. 
convention of the kind which had official 


encouragement. General Roy Btone, head 
of the bureau of national road inquiry, told 
the conference that the money lost to the 
farmers yearly by increased expenses in 
hauling over poor roads is from $600,000,000 
to $700,000,000—one quarter of the value. of 
all the products of the farm lands, This is 
a big leak, but it is only lately that the 
idea of stopping it dawned upon the minds 
of the people. 


The American Lawyer, New York, con- 
tends that the bill introduced by Congress- 
man Bryan, providing that in civil cases in 
the federal courts the verdict of three- 
fourths of the jurors constituting the jury 
shall stand as the verdict of the jury, 
ought to become a law. A similar measure 
ought also to be adopted in every state. 
Because such @ measure ought to be gen- 
erally adopted, it will some day be so 
adopted, and to have the above mentioned 
bill passed will be a mighty gain for the 
principles it involves. The fourteen years’ 
experience which California has had under 
a law operating on this principle, demon- 
strates its value in the cause of justice. 


It seems almost incredible that within the 
lifetime of a middle-aged man the czar of 
Russia (1881), two presidents of the United 
States (1865 and 1882), prince of Servia °(1868), 
duke of Parma (1854), prince of Montenegro 
(1860), the president of the republic of France

the semi-civilized nations of Asia have been 
assassinated, while repeated attem have 
been made upon the life of the emperor of 
Germany (1871 and 1878), the emperor of 
Austria (1853), the queen of England, Na- 
poleon III (858), the king of Norway, the 
emperor of Italy (1878), king of Spain (1872), 
queen of Spain (1856), and others of the rul- 
ers and high officials of countries in Europe, 
including Bismarck, Lord Lytton, Crigpi 
(1894). 


Gloomy prophecies of the future of the 
human race, owing to tight lacing, are being 
eirculated, says The British Medical Jour- 
nal. Tight lacing no doubt exists to some 
extent in this country, and produces bad 
results. It existed just as much er more, 
thirty, sixty and a hundred years ago. Nev- 
ertheless, our eyes may convince us that 
the race has not degenerated. Indeed, Eng- 
lish women seem to be growing finer and 
taller than ever, though their mothers were 
widely addicted to tight lacing. Among the 
richer classes golf, lawn tennis and the 
abandonment of “‘fineladyism’’ of the bad 
old type accounts for the superior develop- 
ment of contemporaneous womanhood, The 
experience of hospital doctors also tends to 
show that the women of the poor are big- 
ger and healthier than their mothers. As 
for the male youth of Great Britain, their 
mothers’ vanity has done them little if any 
harm.

The Coming Cempaign Disoussed by the 
Represestative Party M=n—Only a Lit- 
tle Time Before the Convention. 


The members of the democratic state 
executive and campaign committees put in 
three hours yesterday in discussing the 
political gituation in the state, and the 
Giscussiow wa, one which will - doubtless 
bring excellent results to democracy. 

The meeting was largely attended. Judge 
Allen Fort presided, and Cojone: Ww. » 
Atkinson was present by invitation, and 
counseled with the party managers, 

Judge Fort, at 12 o’clock, called the meet- 
ing to order in parlors 102 and 104 of the 
Kimball, There were present, in addition 
te Colone] Atkinson and Judge Fort, Chair- 
man Northen, of the campaign committee; 
Hon, A. 8. Clay, Dr. J. W. Nelms and Mr. 
George R. Brown, members at large of the 
executive commitiwe; Mr. Clark Howell, 
Georgia’s represeniative on the national 
democratic committee; Mr T. C. Crenshaw, 
of Spalding; Mr. J..N. Hale, of Rockdale: 
Captain W. T. Kimsey, of Clayton; Colonel 
H.E. Pound, of Butts; Colonel D. B. 
Hamilton, of Morgaa; Judge H. W. Bald- 
win, of Morgan; Mr. George S. Bell, of 
Forsyth; Mr. Howar¢ Thompson, of Hall;

Hon. Warner Hill was asked to act as 
secretary of the meeting. Judge Fort made 
quite an extensive report as to the condition 
of the party in different counties of the 
state as he had gathered it from a careful 
study of the situation and through com- 
munications with the chairmen of the 
county executive committees. It was his 
desire, he said, to secure all of this imfor- 
mation in advance of the state convention, 
go that all of this preliminary work would 
be saved to the new committee which would 
then be appointed, and, having it, the new 
committee could push forward vigorously 
the campaign. 

It is now about twenty days before the 
state convention meets. These days will be 
put in by the state and county committees 
in laying the ground work for the vigorous 
campaign which will be pushed forward 
as soon as the party’s nominees are named. 
There will be no formal campaigning until] 
after the convention meets, but from that 
time on the cause of democracy will be 
pushed forward with old-time characteristic 
vigor. 

Chairman Fort’s report was a highly 
favorable one, and the reports made by 
the different members of the committee 
showed that, with the usual amount of 
work, a great big majority will be rolled 
up for the democratic nominees. 

For some time the.members of the com- 
mittees discussed different phases and fea- 
tures of the campaign work, but most of 
this discussion was of a nature that cannot 
be given to the public. The most notable 
feature of the meeting was the uniform 
confidence in the ultimate results. All of 
these gentlemen, who are recognized as 
leaders of the party, bllieve that democracy 
is in excellent shape in Georgia, and that 
the people will stand to the party this 
year as they have in the past. This is 
not in a spirit of over-confidence at all, 
for they recognize that vigorous work must 
be done.

Among the most public-spirited men in 
Atlanta is Mr. S. M. Inman, and there 
is not a man on the exposition board who 
bas more zealously adwocated the move- 
ment than he. He has attended every 
meeting, went to Washington for the ex- 
position, and has probably given more time 
to the movement than any member of the 
board of directors. It will be interesting to 
hear what he has to say on the subject, 
as follows: 

Mr. Inman’s Strung Talk, 

“Iam surprised that there should be any 
criticism of Colonel Livingston in Atlanta, 
regarding the exposition at this time,’’ said 
Mr. S. M. Inman. “I had hoped that our 
people had fully got together, and that 
they were willing to act unitedly for the 
exposition. I cannot think that the op- 
position to Colonel Livingston is serious 
enough to jeopardize his chances in this 
county, and I think it would be most un- 
fortunate should he not receive the support 
of Atlanta at this juncture.

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The Killing of Fontano by Herschel 
McDonald So Pronounced. 


A FATAL TRAGEDY YESTERDAY MORNING 


A Nineteen- Year Old Boy Quarrels with a 
Man Thirty-Three Years Old, and a 
Killing Is the Oonsequence. 


‘A 38-caliber pistol in the hands of Her- 

schell McDonald, a young man eighteen 
“years old, ended the life of Michael Fon- 
tona, a Greek sculptor, yesterday morning 
at ll o'clock. . 

The cause of the killing was a fight 
which occurred, at the residence of Mrs. 
Frances Bell, 108 West Fair street, in which 
McDcnald was worsted. 

At 5 o’clock ih the afternoon the coro- 
per’s jury brought in a verdict of mur- 


der. 

The bad feeling between the two men 
dates back to a difficulty which occurred 
at the same place about a month ago, 
when Fontona made a serious attack upon 
McDonald, breaking his nose and bruising 
up his face in an ugly manner. After that 
they mever met until the second fight be- 


fore tre killing yesterday. 

According .to the evidence brought out 
befcre the coroner’s jury and fhe statement 
of McDonald, it appears that he left home 
earl? yesterday morning with the inten- 
tion of taking a trip to Tybee. Before go- 
ing to the carshed he stopped by at the 
house of Mrs. Bell. Here he met Fontona 
and the fight ensued. McDonald returned 
home for a few minutes to make some 
preparations before leaving the city. He 
put cn a laundered shirt, charged from 
his every-day clothes to his Sunday ap- 
parel and started out for the city. 

Walking down Nelson street, not very far 
from the bridge, he met Fontona. The 
quarrel was renewed. The men walked 
tegether for some time. Both were excited 
anc talked in loud tones. Just before the 
residence of Mr. J. C. Huff, 64 Neison 
gireet, McDonald drew his pistol, which 
wes in his hip pocket. According to the 
statement of McDonald, Fontona had 2 
knife in his hand and was in the act of 
vsing it. » 

As McDonald drew his pistol he stepped 
bi ck a few feet and fired quickly. Fontona 
dropped on his knees. McDonald raised his 
revolver again and attempted to fire, but 
scrmething was the matter and it failed to 
discharge. Fontona rose to his feet, stag- 
gered forward, and fell again on his knees, 
supporting himself on the fence. In the 
meantime McDonald had opened a gate to 
the alley which runs parallel to the rail- 
road. Here he stopped again and tried to 
arrange the chambers of his pistol. He 
aimed at the Kneeling man, but once more 
the revolver failea. : 

Then he appeared to realize the situation 
and began to run down the alley. He 
jumped down the railroad embankment 
and disappeared. Several ladies who lived 
just where the shooting occurred ran out 
to the wounded man. He was still sup- 
ported by the fence with his head thrown 
back, gasping convulsively. Mrs. O'Neil 
lifted his head up. He gasped severai 
times and expired. 

The Greek sculptor did not speak after 
the shot was fired. Those who came up 
found a large knife in his pants pocket on 
the right side. It was open and the blade 
was pointed downward. 

In the meantime McDonald was on the 
run. He went home, put up his pistol and 
started out. 

A telephone message to police headquar- 
ters brought Call Officer Beavers to the 
plece. Patrolman Dobbins was also there. 

McDonald turned into an alley on Peters 
street. He appeared to be dodging. 

“There he goes,”’ cried a negro woman 
to Patrolman Dobbins, pointing toward the 
piece. The patrolman ran forward and was 
ertering the alley when McDonald walked 
out. 

“Yes; here I am,” he said. “I expect you 
are looking for the man who did that 
shcoting.”’ . 

He was placed under arrest and escorted 
by the two officers to the station house. 
When searched he had a knife which he 
said he had taken from the man whom he 
tad shot after the deed. 

At the Coroner’s Inquest. 

The coroner’s jury assembled at Swift’s 
undertaking establishment at 4 o’ciock in 
tie afternoon, where the remains of the 
mrurdered man had been transferred. The 
ladics hefore whose house the deed occur- 
red were the principal witnesses. 

Mre J.C. Huff, a young married lad¢, 
was the first to testify. ; 

. I live at 64 Nelson street,’’ she said. 

and yesterday when the killing occurred I 
Was sitting in the window sewing. I no- 
ticed two men pass just before the firing. 
They seemed tn be quarreling and were 
talking loudly. One of them, who was the 
largest, was jaboering in a foreign language 
and gesticulating wildly. I could not un- 
derstand what they were talking <about, 
and really gave them no special attention. ! 

Just after’ they passed I heard the pistol 
shot, and looked out. The young man was 
running away and the last I saw of him 
was when he jumped down the railroad 
embankment. When I came up to the man 
who was shot he was on his Knees and a 
lady was supporting his head. He was 
aiready dead I thought.” 

The Only Eye Witness.

“Somehow,” she said, “I happened tv kok 
Up just as the young man raised nis pistol 
to fire. He was in front of the house and 
I could see the whole thing. The men were 
Standirg only a few feet apart. As the 
young man shot, the other man fell forward 
on one knee. He threw up both hands end 
groanea. Then the man with the pistol 
raised it up again and aimed at the kneel- 
ing man. But it looked like it wouldn’t 
fire, because I know he was trying to pull 
the trigger. Then he held the pistul up 
and tried to make it shoot. After ne etart- 
ed into the alley he held his pistvl down 
and appeared to be trying te iiz it. For 
the third time he put it up and tried to tire 
again. Then he ran off down the alley. 
The man never spoke after he was shut.” 

Several other witnesses testifizd ‘n sub- 
stance the same facts, and afier « few 
minutes sitting, the jury returned with a 
verdict of murder. 

McDonald in Good Spirits. 

McDonald was seen at the station } cuse 
last ight. He seemed to be ‘in a hilaiious 
mood and was whistling and singing in a 
gay manner. 

“Oh, I don’t think I want to say anything 
about the thing,” he said. “That man had 
a knife and was trying to cut me enc I 
got the drop on him. That’s ail tbout it. 

“I am perfectly satisfied because 1 know 
I did it in self-defense. If fF sidn't think 
80 I would be crying and grieving mstzad of 
laughing and talking here aow. I sturted 
off to Tybee yesterday and had no idea 
that I would have any trouble with this 
mau. He was a bad man and some 
trouble in Augusta which made him leave.”

Michael Fontano had been in Atlanta 
only a few days. He passed through here 
a month ago on his way to New York. It 
Was at this time he had the first difficulty 
with McDonald. He was a Greek and made 
a specialty of fine engraving and sculptur- 
ing. 

Several years ago he lived in Atlanta and 
did a good amount of work at different 
places. He was employed during the build- 
ing of the capitol and did the fine medation 
work about the dome. He is a single man 
and has no relatives in the city. One of 
ais brothers married Migs é Alex- 
place. Hie was wired 
yesterday and will arrive in Atlanta this 
morning, when all of the arrangements for 
the burial of the dead man will be made. 

McDonald has been employed for several 
years in the stereotyping department of 
The Constitution. 

He Lived in Augusta. 

Augusta, Ga., July 10.—(Special.)—Michael 
Fontano, who was killed in Atlanta this 
morning, while not strictly of Augusta, 
was well known here. He has lived in Au- 
gusta several times for short periods. 
Fontano was thirty-three years of age, 
and a fine looking man. He weighed over 
200 pounds, had jet black, curly hair, black 
mustache and black eyes. His two broth- 
ers and one sister live in Augusta. The 
brothers, are mamed Antonio and Joseph, 
and are both expert marble workers at the 
shop of C. F. Kohlruss. The family is 
deeply affected by the news. Antonio said 
he couldn’t understand why any one should 
kill Michael, because, while a big man, he 
was very quiet and peaceable. Antonio 
also said that he didn’t know what would 
be done with the body, as he wished to 
consult his sister. They have relatives in 
Atlanta, and it is probable they will be 
heard from during the afternoon. Michael 
Fontano had neither wife nor children, and 
was of a roving disposition. He traveled 
about from city to city, and, of course, 
found plenty of work and lived well. He 
followed his calling for two years in 
Charleston before coming to Augusta. He 
went to Atlanta two or three weeks ago.

The Horrible Crime of a Negro Boy 
Last Night. 

Last night at 8 o’clock an excited woman 
krocked at the door of Captain T. G. 
Conn’s residence just outside the city Iimits 
Her hair was disheveled and her face 


bruised.

her body. e 

Sre was a Mrs. Sanders, a music teacher 
anc’ lived near Officer Conn. Excitedly she 
told her. story, saying that a negro had 
assaulted her. “He tried to cut me and I 
tcok this knife away from him,” she said. 
‘My brother came up and the man ran 
off. I heard my brother shoot athim. They 
gre trying to catch him now.’ 

Captain Conn waited for no further ex- 
plaration. He called two of his men from 
the convict camp and left at once in 
search of the brute. 

A settlement of negroes was near the 
nlace and a dance of some kind was in 
progress. The police hastened to this place. 
It was learned that a boy had just passed 
there who said that he had been shot. The 
officers succeeded in finding him not far 
frcm the negro houses. He was with two 
other men. They were all arrested and 
carried before Mrs. Sanders. She identified 
the smallest negro as the man who made 
the assault. It was noticed that he was 
bloody and closer inspection showed that 
he had been shot. 

Captain Coan came to the city Hmits 
with the prisoner at once and rang in a 
call from North avenue for the patrol 
wagon. At 12 o’clock the negro was 
brought in. He gave his name as Adol- 
phus Duncan and said that he was em- 
ployed in the sanitary department of the 
city. “I don’t Know anything about what 
they say I did,” he said. “All I know ts 
trat me and another fellow got in a fight 
and he shot me.” 

The negro was shot once through the 
right shoulder. Dr. Harris was called and 
the ball extracted. The wound was not. se- 
ricus. 

This morning Mrs. Sanders and her broth- 
er will come in and make arrangements 
to prosecute the case.

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‘Sam Small Closes the Chautanqua 


with a. Fine Lecture. 
WHAT'S THE MATTER WITH UNCLE SAMP 


He Was Greeted by a Large Audience 
and Made a Most Entertain- 
ing Taik. 


There was a fine attendance at the chau- 
tauqua tent last night to hear a remark- 
ably fine and timely lecture by Rev. Sam 
Small. The audience was constantly upon 
the alert for the fine points of the discourse, 
and praise for the lecture and its edifying 
thoughts was unstinted when it was fin- 
ished. 

Hon. W. A. Hemphill, in introducing Mr. 
Small, said? “Just nineteen years ago a 
tall young man, with long hair, long coat, 
breeches in boots and wide felt hat—a typi- 
cal Texas ranger—applied to me at The Con- 
stitution office for work. I asked him if 
he could write and he replied ‘try me.’ 
Next day Alfred Orange was to be hung at 
the Fulton county jail and I put the new 
man to report that event. The next morn- 
ing there appeared in The Constitution a 
magnificent report that is remembered to 
this day. Bob Alston and Hénry Grady, 
who were then conducting our rival paper, 
The Herald, rushed in to me to know who 
had done that piece of work. I replied: 
‘Gentlemen, a master hand has charge of 
the local department of The Constitution 
now and you must look to your laurels.’ 
And from that day I date the prosperity of 
The Constitution. From then until now the 
friendship between Mr. Small and myself 
hag been unbroken. I know him and you 
know him as a man who feers God, loves 
his fellow-men and is superbly equipped for 
the great work to which God has called 
him.” 

Mr. Small was received with applause 
and, after a graceful acknowledgement of 
his introduction and a fine tribute to the 
influence of the chautauqua, entered upon 
the glowing sentences of his lecture on 
“What Is the Matter with Uncle Sam?’ 

The introduction tv the lecture was a 
survey of the present anomalous and dis- 
contentful conditions which afflict this great 
nation. Selfishness has always been the 
incentive to usurp and abuse power and 
these evils have been the causes that sec- 
tionalized and disintegrated Greece, pros- 
tituted and destroyed Rome, keeps European 
countries imperiled from generation to igen- 
eration, and today has brought upon us in 
America an era of diseased politics, dis- 
contented labor, aggressive anarchism, 


miobs and military mobilization. A review 


of history, showing in brilliant panorama 
the progress of this country and its identi- 
ties of history with nations long since per- 
ished was frequently applauded by the eager 
audience. 

Mr. Small then vigorously pointed out the 
Successive steps by which the American 
government has been moved from the high 
purposes of its founders; how by emergen- 
cies of war and the opportunities of its af- 
termath it has been degraded from a gOv- 
ernment of, by, and for the people into a 
government controlled by classes, corpora- 
tions, sections and huckstering politicians. 

Centralization is worse than Caesarism 
and is the menace of the spirit of the age. 
Protection, public bounties, subsidies, gov- 
ernment controls and government contri- 
butions, monoply rights and plutocratic leg- 
islation are the demands of the hour. They 
come from all parties and are the peculiar 
growths of no particular section. The 
noblest note against these tendencies that 
has been heard in America in thirty years 
was the recent plea of General Gordon 
in the senate for the decentralization of the 
power of government and the country’s cur- 
rency. ; 

The next best appeal for a return to the 
ancient ways of free government and equal 
justice was Senator Palmer’s speech against 
the communism cf the protective tariff: 
and after that Senator Mills’s demand for 
the honest and immediate redemption of 
the tariff reform pledges of the Chicago 
platform of 1892. 

Politics should be a noble profession—not 
the sharp practice and trading scheme of 
little demagogues. Oh, for the days of men 
like the early Jackson who burned the evi- 
dences of the Yazoo frauds; for men like 
Robert Toombs, that son of thunder, who, 
however at times he-was unruly in temper, 
was never unreliable in his faithfulness to 
the people; of Alexander H. Stephens, who 
spurned wealth and circumstance and 
esteemed only the privilege of burning out 
brain and body in the patient service of- his 
reople’s most vital interests. 

Mr. Small humorously touched off the 
vagaries of the politics of the day. His 
pictures of che orators of each party pre- 
dicting ‘‘direst disasters’ if the other party 
should be elected were inimicable. And 
when he gave a vivid account of how “the 
protective policy” vindicated all its claims 
in the experiences of the southern people 
during the war—shutting out all pauper 
foreign labor and goods, multiplying home 
industries confining us to the homé mar- 
ket, and raising prices and wages—he drew 
peals of laughter from the hundreds who 
acutely recalled those famous days. 

The subjects of currency, immigration 
and intemperance enabled Mr. Small to tell 
a number of very funny stories that were 


greatly enjoyed. 
CONDITION OF COTTON. 


Keport of the Department of Agricul- 
ture—An Improvement. 
Washington, July 10.—Returns to the de- 
partment of agriculture for cotton make 
the average condition 89.6, against 88.3 in 
June, showing an improvement in its con- 


dition of 13 points. The condition in July, 


1893, was 82.7. The averages by states are 


as follows: 
Virginia, 87; North Carolina, 91; South 


Carolina, 88; Georgia, 7%; Florida, 93, Ala- 
bama, 87; Mississippi, 88; Louisiana, 4, 
Texes, 99; Arkansas, 97; Tennessee, 73. 

The reports show a slight but general im- 
provement of condition throughout the 
ectton belt. In five states, Virginia, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana and Tenneg- 
.see, there has been a decline, while in tHe 
states of North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Gecrgia, Florida and Texas, there has been 
an improvement in the condition of the 
clop. 

Farthquake at Constantinople. 

Constantinople, July 10—Two vfolent 
earthquake shocks were felt here at 12:30 
o’clock this afternoon. Bach shock lasted 
200 seconds. The inhabitants have been 
completely alarmed, and are fleeing from 
their homes in anticipation of other and 
more serious disturbances. The damage 
done throughout the city is considerable, 
and it is reported that several persons were 
killed. Tne bourse, banks and puobiic de- 
partments have’ been closed, and many 
thousands of persons are camping out, 
fraring to re-efiter their houses. Two disas- 
trous fires have occurred since the shocks. 
Telegraph and telephone conimunication is 
interrupted.

noon: 

“During the past week more or less rain 
has fallen in all parts of Georg'a, to the 
great improvement of crops. In some places 
cotton has even begun to shed from an 
excess of moisture, but in general the sta- 
ple is doing finely. The most marked im- 
provement has occurred in corn, on which 
ears are forming in abundance. Cane, rice 
and sweet potatoes have also felt the stim- 
ulating effects of increased ra‘nfall. The 
temperature has been below the normal 
but not sufficiently to be injurious to the 
growth of crops. 

“Tn the northwest section of the state the 
weather during the week has been very fav- 
orable for cotton, corn and other crops. 
The rains are making corn grow beautifully, 
and farmers are now hopeful of securing a 
large yield. There are several localities, 
however, that still stand in the need of 
more rain. Cotton is coming along finely, 
but of course, owing to its many previous 
set-backs, will’ hardly yield two-thirds as 
well as last year. Sweet potatoes appear to 
be doing the better of the two. Gardens are 
generally livening up again. Cabbage is 
troubled some by worms. Tobacco has not 
done wel\ so far. The threshing of wheat 
shows that the yield of that crop has been 
but fair. Fruit is scare, blackberries being 
about the only fruit obtainable, and they 
are only bout half a crop. 

‘The northern counties of the state have 
been visited, during the past week, by gen- 
eral and benéficial showers, which in most 
cases thoroughly soaked the ground; and 
as a result everything that had any life 
left is growing nicely. Most of the early 
gardens were too far spent to revive, but 
those late planted will come out all right. 
Peas and sweet potatoes give every pros- 
pect of good crops, while watermelons 
have improved and will give an average 
yield. Wheat is threshing out very well, 
and, together with rye, will be a good 
crop, but the oat crop will fall far short of 
an average. Cotton has improved wonder- 
fully; it is blooming, and, although a little 
small, seems to be very full of squares. 
Corn is also doing nicely since the rain, 
although some on uplands will be a failure. 
It is beginning to silk and tassel out, and, 
vith a few more seasonable rains, will make 
about an average crop. Hay also promises 
to be a good yield. 

“With plenty of rain, the crups of north- 
eastern Georgia have cosutinued to improve 
during the past week. Bottom land corn is 
generally in excellent condit:on, but the up- 
land crop is too far gone to make an average 
yield, unless exceptionally favorable weath- 
er prevails during the next three or four 
weeks. Oats have been harvested and the 
yielh. found short, although the quality is 
fair. Cotton is small but healthy, but is 
about three weeks late in most localties. 
Blooms are beginning to appear on the 
Stalk, which indicates that the plant has 
about reached its full growth. Sweet potato 
Slips have been set out in large quantities. 
A large acreage of turnips will be sown 
this fall. Gardens are now do'‘ng well. Grass 
in pastures ts thriving, and there is prom- 
ise of a bountiful harvest of hay. 

“Rain has been general throughout the 
west*rn counties during the past week. 
Corn shows more signs of improvement, and 
is now farther advanced than other crops. 
On the upland it is only in fair condition, 
while on the bottoms it ts better than it has 
been for years, and all has been Jjaid by. 
Cotton is doing well and is blooming nicely. 
Lice have appeared in the cotton and bud- 
worms in the corn at a few points. Gardens 
are improving. Melons are ripening. Tur- 
nips and peas are being sown in abundance. 
Crabgrass is making good progress. 

“Plenty of rain and fing growing seasons 
have been the general character of the 
weather, during the past week, in the cen- 
tral portion of the state, and all growing 
crops have taken on new life and are grow- 
ing nicely. Corn especial'y seems to have 
recovered from the effects of the dry weath- 
er, now looks greén and healthy, and a fair 
cro, will be made, if seasonable weather 
continues from now on. Watermelons have 
improved somewhat, but, as a rule, they 
seem ta be poor, and small in size. It is 
«xpected that the sh'‘pping of melons will 
begin in earnest this week. Peas, potatoes, 
and all late planted vegetables are growing 
nicely. _ All correspondents seem to agree 
that cotton is doing as wéll as could be ex- 
pected, and the farmers are feeling good 
over the present prospects. 

‘An abundance of all crops will be raised 
in east Georgia. This is the latest advice 
received from one of tue reporters, and it 
answers very well for nearly every lovality 
in the section. Plenty of rain has fallen, 
and the weather has been especially favora- 
ble during the week for all crop growth. 
The only trouble now is that farmers will 
be kept very busy clearing the crops of the 
ranidiv growing grass. Cotton is growing 
well; though, if the soik was not quite so 
wet on the gray lands, if might ssibly be 
doing better. The crop is fruit ng nicely. 
Corn is in an excellent condition, and a large 
yield is more than probable. It is about all 
laid by. Potatoes, peanuts, peas, cane and 
rice are al] in an ‘A No. 1’ condition. 
This has been a kind of an off year for 
watermelons. They have neither done well 
in size, quality nor quantity. Of fruit there 
is very litt.z, only a few apples and pears, 
but grapes will probably be plentiful. 

“From the southwestern counties are re- 
ceived encouraging reports relative to the 
general condition of crops. During the past 
week there has been a bountiful aéupply of 
rainfall, and vegetation has freshened up 
wonderfully. Peas and potatoes have been 
 tearbege in large quantities. Cotton is doing 
airly well, but a few correspondents com- 
plain of rust. Fruit is appearing on the 
Stalk. Rain came too late to save the corn 
crop, and, at best, there cannot be an 
average yield. Shipments of melons have 
been large, and prospects for the July crop 
are excellent. any fields of both cotton 
and corn are becoming grassy, as the 
weather has been cloudy and moist, render- 
ing the killing of weeds and grass difficult. 
Sugarcane is small, but now has 
color, and is growing rapidly. 
growing nicely and appears to be healthy. 

“Improvement in all crops over that of a 
week ago is visible throughout the south- 
ern counties. Although upjand corn has im- 
proved, yet it is not, at present, in a condi- 
tion indicative of a large yield.. Most farm- 
ers think that there will only be enough for 
heme use. Cotton shows no serious damage 
received from the drought, and is now in 
good condition. It is shedding at a few

laid by, for it is lapping between the: rows. 
Vegetabies are in good shape. Potatoes 
are looking e. Melons are fair.
